Governnienc ollicials have asked for and received 
unlimited wartime powers — "total" ^overnnient. 
simple fiat Government can now nuke or break any in- 
dustry. Pl.ins are bcinj; formulateil for a universal 
draft. The public and Industry itself have i^ranted this 
ijrim, total authority to Government in the belief that 
it is the only way to win the war. Government has 
iiot been slow in demandini; yreat sacrifices from the 
i\merican people .ind their industries under this author- 
ity. But is Government ijivini;, as well as taking? 
In many vital respects it most certainly is not. 

For example, hij»li jiovernment ollicials have asked for 
"all out" cooperation from defense industries. Quick 
production of limitless quantities of tanks, planes, i;"'" 
and ships toi^ether with the ammunition, coal and oil to 
operate theni, have presented stupendous technical obsta- 
cles. But technical obstacles are not all that industry 
Jias had to face. It can conquer those. It has liad to 
face almost insurmountable j»litical obstacles, many of 
them created by the very ollicials who have been so 
cjuick to ask for co-oix-ration. 

To i^et vast production requires just what the Gov- 
ernment has asked for, co-o|vration — co-o[x;ration be- 
tween diflerent industries just as much as between i;ov- 
ernment and industry. 

Industrial representatives have worked for months 
to secure the ri^i^ht to cooperate with each other without 
beini; thrown in jail for infrini;enient of the anti-trusl 
laws. Lite interpretations of these laws virtually pro- 
hibit a fully unified industrial war elTort. Procurement 
of military equipment has been inexcusably delayed by 
this one example oi bureaucratic slupidltv. .Xd one 
w-ants to perm.nient!v weaken the anti-iru<i' laws am- 
more than any '.ane {XTson wishes to permanentiv es- 
t.:blish a "total" government. But Coni:res^ can en.ic:

BULKELEY: 
Hero Repeats 

Not often is it in the cards for a 
hero to stage a return engagement 
on the field of valor, but this has 
happened for Lieut. John D. Bulke- 
ley and his squadron of motor tor- 
pedo boats operating in the waters 
of the Philippines. 

In January Bulkcley's men had 
daringly entered Subic bay and had

sunk a 5,000-ion enemy warship. 
They returned the following day and 
did it again. 

This time Bulkcley's squadron had 
darted by night in between a flotilla 
of destroyers and discharged their 
lethal torpedoes at a Japanese light 
cruiser, which had been reported 
badly damaged and probably sunk. 

In this later foray he had had the 
misfortune to lose two of his boats, 
the PT 34 and the PT 35. The for- 
mer was forced ashore on the island 
of Cebu and the crew presumably 
made prisoner. The other was de- 
stroyed when trapped in the har- 
bor of Cebu to prevent its falling 
Into enemy hands. 

Bulkeley, already holder of the 
Navy Cross, was in line for more 
honors. At the very time the re- 
port came through, from his home 
In New York came word that he was 
the father of a baby son, a brother 
for the Bulkeleys' 18-month-oId 
daughter Joan. 

LUEBECK: 

Blown to Atoms 

Neutral sources hod reported In 
Sweden the effect of the Royal Air 
force's non-stop blitz in the form of 
day and night bombings on one im- 
portant German port, the city of 
Lucbcck on the Baltic. 

Swedes returning to Sweden from 
this port described it as blown to 
atoms. They said the people of 
Luebeck had told of "torpedo 
bombs" landing in the city, and lit- 
erally flattening whole blocks of 
buildings. 

Scarcely one stone was left on 
another, they hod reported. One big 
shipping firm had written to a Swed- 
ish correspondent on a plain piece of 
paper, saying their company's build- 
ing and docks had been totally de- 
stroyed. Not even a letterhead re- 
mained intact. 

Seamen returning to Stockholm 
reported to newsmen that very little, 
if any of the port installations were 
left, and that the destructirn In the 
town itself was "beyond descrio- 
tion." ^ 



Believing the American ships 
which raided the Jap mainland had 
come from Eastern China, Japanese 
planes had lashed out at various 
towns there which might have har- 
bored American bombers. 

Unquestionably the raids upon 
Nipponese cities were a serious blow 
to Japanese morale. Their "sacred 
soli" was not immune to outside at- 
tack. 

The worrimcnt believed to be suf- 
fered by Hitler over possible in- 
vasion thrusts was such, London had 
said, to have caused a practical 
abandonment of any offensive in 
Libya or the Mediterranean front. 

It was possible, they had declared. 
that the German spring offensive 
might be forced to be a spring de- 
fensive, and that the offensive might 
bo postponed until summer if put on 
at all. 

Many believed that if Hitler was 
to win the war at all, it must be in 
1942, and that the practical aban- 
donment of a grand-scale offensive 
on all fronts at orice was really a 
confession of defeat, 

GOP: 

Comity f Co-operation 

Following their Chicago conven- 
tion, the Republicans hod gone back 
to their homes somewhat surprised 
to find themselves with a platform 
of internationalism, to find that they 
had abandoned isolationism and that 
this program was written and put 
over by Willkie, an ex-Democrat. 

However, they went bock resolved 
to try their utmost to win a few elec- 
tions this year, and some of the 
leaders were frank in saying they 
hoped for now life for the party 
from the change of heart. 

The national committee chairman 
Joseph W. Martin Jr. said: 

•^"Tho Republican party may well 
be proud of its accomplishment. It 
was a groat day for the party when 
the Willkie resolution was adopted." 

Some observers had felt during 
the battle against it that Mr. Mar- 
tin wasn't so pleased as ho ex- 
pressed himself afterward. But in 
the main the GOP was confident 
and lively about it all. 

The big paragraph in the plat- 
form was number three, which read: 

"We realize that after this war the 
responsibility of the nation will not 
be circumscribed within the terrl-

torial limits of the United States, 
that our nation has an obligation to 
assist in the bringing about of an 
understanding, comity and co-opera- 
tion among the nations of the workJ 
in order that our own liberty may 
bo preserved and that the blighting 
and destructive processes of war 
may not again be forced upon us and 
upon the free and peace-loving peo- 
ples of the earth." 

Outside of this, the party pledged 
itself chiefly to an attempt to hold 
down non-war expenditures.

He cited the fact that strike stop- 
pages In war production had been 
only 0.06 of 1 per cent, practically 
a negligible amount. 

Strikes during the first quarter of 
1042, he said, had been only one- 
fifteenth of those during the same 
period of 1041. 

He said that the "no-strike" policy 
of the board, which had been sold 
to the major union leaders, had 
worked out beautifully and that 
there was no doubt about the suc- 
cess of the war production as long 
as this condition was maintained. 

At the same time, however, the 
only rift in the peaceful lute of la- 
bor was the issuing of joint state- 
ments by Presidents Green and Mur- 
ray of the AFL and CIO, now 
themselves at peace, attacking the 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers. 

Both Green and Murray accused 
the NAM of making disparaging 
statements concerning the War La 
bor board In a series of newspapc 
advertisements. 

This, they felt, was distinctly a 
blow aimed at the solidarity of la 
bor in the production setup. 

FLEET: 

Of France

British naval authorities, pointing 
tu the experiences of their own han 
dling of war vessels during wartimt* 
said that when a ship was put in 
fighting trim it could move 200,00*' 
miles or more with only minor re 
fitting. 

But, they said, when ships have 
been demilitarized— that is, laid uf' 
as have the French ships for ex- 
tended periods of time, refittin)^ 
them for war duly is a big task. 

This, they said, was especially 
true of huge battlewagons like the 
Dun^qucrque, -giving the opinion that 
it would take months, perhaps a 
year, before she could bo put in 
true fighting condition. 

PATEiNTS: 

Formal Seizure 

President Roosevelt had ordered 
formal seizure of all enemy-owned 
patents in the United States whether 
they had been directly or Indirectly 
owned. 

This was a climatic step following 
the revelations of a series of pool- 
ings of foreign patents by American 
large business concerns. 

It had been revealed that a Phila- 
delphia concern, merely Identified 
by the state deportment as a "Ger- 
man^ National," had been shipping 
chemlcols from the United States to 
South American blacklisted firms as 
late as February, 1941. 
• That this company had paid out a 
large sum In roydllles to Germany 
last year, and that this year, al- 
though no more had been paid, the 
company was holding its royalties, 
later to be sent to Germans, 

That about half of the 1940 royal- 
ties were on a product indispensable 
for the use of this country in build- 
ing planes to fight the Nazis. 

This sort of activity was what 
actuated the President in having or- 
dorcd the seizure of such patents. 

Oddly enough, however, at the 
same time as the facts about this 
company wore coming out, It was 
stated that much more Information 
on the product had come from Ger- 
many to this country than had gone 
the other way. One official said: 

"I don't know what we would have 
done about producing it for Ameri- 
can planes without this informa- 
tion." 

INVASION: 

Following the return of General 
Marshall to these shores, there were 
general hints that an invasion soon 
of Europe was to be attempted by Al- 
lied forces. 

It seemed that In this picture the 
Polish troops were not going to play 
such a small part. It had been re- 
ported from Cairo Ihat "tens of thou- 
sands of Polish troops" had been 
sent to ihe Middle East to organize 
themselves Into a resisting army, tc 
combat any German thrust against 
Syria.

In connection wifh the Tirst weeks 
of 5Ugar rationii>g, Prin. Claibaugh di- 
rected attention to .these facts: 

Xo sugar can ibe 'bought before May 

I'rorti May 5 to 10. holders of ration- 
ing cards may :buy one pound of sugar 
with slanip No. I; 'May 17 to \Uiy 30, 
one pound wMth stamp Xo. 2; May 31 
to June 13. one |K>und with stamp Xo. 
3; June 14 to June 27, one pound ■with 
stamp Xo. 4. If you do not use a 
stamp during the specified period, it 
is void.

A.— We h.ive lost nearly 27 per cent 
of our normal sugar supidy in the 
Philippines and Hawaii. Our regular 
supply of .?5 iier cent from the West 
Indies has been reduced by n short- 
age of ho.itji. Then too. a very large 
amount of sugar is retpiired for our 
armed forces and in tlie manufaclure 
of ammunition. Thus, ihe demand 
for Migar i^ much greate-r and the 
supply much less. 

Q.— Wliat will happen to nie if I 
don't register?

Too Many of Kin 
Confess Killing 
8- Year-Old Girl 

Mother and Brother Both 
Insist Upon Their 
Guilt in Murder. 

DETROIT.-"I killed my sister. 
You d better come to my house " 

Chief of Police Floyd Crichton, 
unaccustomed to such things in his 
suburb, looked up and stared into 
the dark face of Edward P. Bernelt 
15 years old, of Lincoln Park, Mich.. 
a junior in Lincoln Park high school. 

After asking a few questions of 
the slender boy and puzzling over 
nis excited answers. Chief Crich- 
ton, a physician, and several police- 
men accompanied him to a two- 
story brick and green shingle house. 
Into the kitchen they marched and 
on the floor they found the body of 
Patricia Ann Bernett, eight years 
old, a fourth grade pupil in Lincoln 
Park's Raupp school, daughter of 
Peter B. Bernett, a brass foundry 
employee. Except for bruises on 
her throat, Patricia Ann*s body was 
unmarked. On a chair near the 
body sat Mrs. Mary Kozion Bernett, 
34 years old, wife of Peter, mother 
of Edward and Patricia Ann, weep- 
ing and hiding her face in her 
hands. 

'1 Did It!' Wails Mother. 

"I killed her," she said, staring at 
the policemen. 

Edward shouted: "She's just try- 
ing to shield me. I did it." 

Mrs. Bernett brushed a strand of 
dark hair from her careworn face. 
"Why, you weren't even home at the 
time. I did it! I did it!" 
She broke down, sobbing. 
For more than an hour, the boy 
clung to the same story. Then he 
told Rusinack: 

"All right. I wasn't there. But 
I didn't v.-ant Ihom to arrest my 
mother." 

Meanwhile, another assistant pros- 
ecutor. William R. Bolio, had con- 
tinued the questioning of Mrs. Ber- 
nett. 

"My husband accused me of run- 
ning around with other men," she 
said. "He even denied that he was 
Patricia Ann's father. It drove me 
crazy, I guess. 

"I was down in the basement 
cleaning up— both the children were 
there. Then Edward wanted to go 
out to get a present for a party he 
was going to a friend's house. 

"After he loft I decided I would 
put Patricia Ann out of her misery. 
I choked her for ten minutes, until 
she was still." 

Chief Crichton said the child had 
been in good health and of normal 
intelligence. 

Not 'Mercy' Slaying. 
Dr. Austin Z. Howard of the hos- 
pital staff sent Mrs. Bernett to the 
mental observation ward. He de- 
scribed her condition as "danger- 
ously despondent." 

Two policemen remained at the 
house until the father arrived from 
the brass foundry. 

Questioned by Bolio, he assorted 
there was no truth in the mother's 
statement about him. 

"I never doubled that Patricia 
was my own child," he said. "I did 
accu.se Mary of running around with 
other men, however, and we sep- 
arated, for a few years after an 
argument over the question a year 
ago. Wo hud patched up our difler- 
ences and nothing happened recent- 
ly to upset our family life." 

Doubt that the slaying was of the 
"mercy" variety was expressed by 
Chief Crichton. 

Crichton indicated that instead he 
believed a quarrel between the child 
and her mother had immediately 
preceded the killing and that the 
mother might have acted in a fit of 
anger. 

The chief advanced the theory 
that Patricia was at play when her 
mother sprang upon her. Playthings 
wore found scattered over the 
basement lloor.

IJernard. and Aloysins F. and his sis- 
ter,^ Mrs. Anna Cliiie. 

Funeral services were held Satur- 
day at Onr Lady of Lonrdes churdi 
and interment w:i3 in Our Lady of 
Sorrows cemetery.

SAN FRANCISCO.— While filers 
searched vainly for thorn over thou- 
sands of miles of fog-bound wilder- 
ness in the Yukon, Lieut. Col.' Hai'- 
old H, Carr and Corp. Richard Pom- 
pco made their way on foot, with 
heavy packs, back to Fairbanks, 
Alaska, after their plane had been 
forced down 250 miles northeast of 
that, city during a flight to White- 
horse. 

The incident was reported at 
Fourth army headquarters here 
when Lieut. Gen. John L. Do Witt, 
head of the western defense com- 
mand, commended the men for "re- 
sourcefulness and soldierly quali- 
ties." 

Colonel Carr and Corporal Pom- 
peo took off from Fairbanks before 
dawn on January 17, but thick 
weather on the route to Whitchorse 
forced them to turn bock. Out of 
gasoline, they landed the plane on 
a frozen river, damaging it only 
slightly, and waited two days in 
hope that aerial searching parties 
might find them. 

After the futile wait they put the 
plane radio out of commission and 
started off on foot, carrying packs 
of bedding, food and firearms. Even- 
tually, after a long hike, they found 
an Indian trapper, and thereafter 
they were directed to successive 
trappers until they reached Fort Yu- 
kon. There they obtained transpor- 
tation to Fairbanks. 

The leader of one searching par- 
ty was Lieut. E. T. Yarbbrough, 
who recently was recommended for 
the Distinguished Flying Cross for 
his part in rescuing a stranded pi- 
lot.

FEEDING CHANGE 
NOW POSSIBLE 

IncrcasiiiR Demaiul for Move 
Milk Is Cause. 
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Stubborn Kid Will Not • 
Take 'No' for an Answer 

CINCINNATI. -If James Edwin 
Collins had his way. he would l)e in 
tlie Pacific with the navy fighting 
the Japanese.

Tiie day war was declared Jimmy 
was refused by marine corps re- 
cruiting ollicers because of his age.

Tlie CNOct method for individual 
cases will, of course, be subject to 
the conditions prevailing in the par- 
ticular dairy. 

Many cows do lack the ability to 
produce, but Ihere are also many 
cows that would do much better it 
given the chance. Only by permit- 
ting the cows to have a fair trial 
can their producing ability be deter- 
mined. 

An attempt should be made to 
hove the cows freshen in good con- 
dition. In this sense, the lactation 
period really begins with the dry 
cow six or eight weeks previous to 
freshening. After Ihe cow freshens 
the feeding should bo increased 
gradually. The cow in heavy milk 
flow requires a concentrate mixture 
containing some high-protein sup- 
plements to insure a suflicient pro- 
tein intake. Hay should be fed lib- 
erally and the cow allowed to pick 
it over rather than be restricted to 
all she will clean up. If corn silage 
is available, it should be limited in 
amount to permit the heavy produc- 
ing cow to eat more hay. Such a 
procedure is recommended where 
the hoy is of good quality and hence 
palatable to the cow; otherwise lim- 
iting the corn silage has no justifica- 
tion. 

A large improvement in milk pro- 
duction cannot bo expected to come 
from just one change, of course. The 
entire feeding and management 
program in summer nnd winter 
must be considered. Much of the 
low production can be traced to un- 
derfeeding on July and August pas- 
ture, to undue exposure and short 
pasture in the late fall, to the use 
of poor quality roughage and poor 
management in the winter. For best 
results there can be no weak places 
in the |)rogram, because the weak- 
nesses generally speed the decline 
in production to such an extent that 
many of the good points are made 
less elective.

Machinery of the terracing pro- 
gram is simply operated, Vance 
said in explaining that county 
AAA committees set a reasonable 
price for terracing easier farms 
tit the county through olTers made 
by co-operating contractors. Once 
the fair price for a county is de- 
termined, farmers get bids for 
their farms from liie cuntractors. 
take Ihe oiler they likr best and 
get their terracing done 

It goes without saying that 
prices of terracmg will vary by 
farms. Establishing a reasonable 
price for a enunly will serve as 
a yardstick for rr.easuring costs 
(>f easier and more diJlicult jobs. 
• When terracing has been com- 
pleted and checked by county 
AAA oflicers for specified re- 
(|uirements under tiie farm pro- 
gram, contractors are paid by 
the A.^A and charges later de- 
ducted from farmers* conserva- 
tion payments. 



Need.s of Soil 

More food can be produced for 
iminediati- war-time needs and ag- 
I ricullure can he placed on a firmer 
i footing for tlie future if fanners will 
follow a few basic soi^ building prin- 
ciples, accor<ling to an agricultural 
bulletin. 

"One of I!;.' first essentials," says 
the bulletin, "is for the farmer lo find 
out what are the nutritional require- 
ments of his soil. Since soils and 
crops vary in dilferent gengrophical 
sections. t!ie farmer's best proce- 
dure ^s to enlist the co-oporation of 
agron.jmihts of his slale-Tgricultur- 
ai experiment statitjn or of his coun- 
ty aijent. • 

"Hy analyzing a sample nf the 
farmer's soil and determini:;g its 
needs for nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potash, tliese experts can provide 
valuable information to guide the 
farmer in selecting the correct 
analysis of fertilizer. Thev vfill like- 
v.-ise suggest the amount to u;-. '•
